the work. She displayed a profound knowledge of the 
piece and showed it through her masterful playing. From 
the first captivating arabesques and arpeggios, Fliter 
established herself as a pianist of stature. She captured the 
magnificent outpouring of Chopin's melodies, the opu- 
lence of his lyrics and the totality of his total pianistic 
approach. 

The second movement, Romanze: Larghetto, was 
introduced through some illuminating work by the 
strings and then Fliter developed a softness that conveyed 
a warm, slightly wind-swept late spring night. It was 
masterful and led into the third movement, Rondo: 
Vivace, in which the woodwinds were softly notable, as 
were the strings — these with an energetic flair, Fliter 
played the rapid, continually ascending scale of notes 
with deftness, her hands sure and quick, bringing forth 
the magnificence and dramatic input of the composition. 
The standing ovation for this maestro of the keyboard was 
well-deserved. 

Beethoven's Symphony No. 7 in A Major, Op. 92 
was performed stylishly by the orchestra. From the rather 
slack introduction to the rising intensity in which the first 
violins figured prominently, the orchestra was outstand- 
ing, gathering momentum for the remaining three move- 
ments. Throughout, conductor Kazimierz Kord, with his 
intuitive and spirited leadership, kept the tempo going to 
the final stages in which the sounds went from one climax 
to another by the intense playing of the orchestra, one of 
the finest to appear at the Zeiterion. 

Kord, with his graying, bushy hair, reminded 
(from a distance) one of the immortal Polish pianist 
Ignacy Jan Paderewski in his later appearances. In his 
earlier years, Paderewski had red hair. Samuel Barber's 
Adagio for Strings was superbly handled by the orchestra. 
It was another triumph for a star-studded night.

($5); Live Bait Fish ($5); Commercial Limit is 2 bushels per 
week; Family Limit is 1 bushel per week; and the catching 
limit for the season is 50 bushels. Fishing is allowed on 
Saturday only from 8:00 am to 4:00 pm. 

Senator Marc R. Pacheco sent a letter to the board 
regarding Chapters 61, 61A and 61B; and also a letter 
congratulating the town on receiving the recent grant 
from the Department of Environmental Management 
(DEM) to develop roadside tree planting programs in 
town. 

Police Chief William Przybylek next submitted a 
request from Police Officer William Watson for an ex- 
tended leave of absence for three months starting on 
March 2, 2002. Officer Watson has apparently accepted a 
position with another department and wanted the leave 
for this purpose. 

"If the officer wishes to move on to another job, I 
support him and wish him the best, but I don't expect the 
Town of Rochester to hold positions open," Selectman 
Parker said. "What happens if he doesn't succeed and he 
comes back? I don't think that's fair to the residents of 
Rochester." 

As such, the board felt Officer Watson should not 
be granted the extended three-month leave of absence, 
and since he has already used up his allotted vacation and 
sick time, he will leave his position with the Rochester 
Police Department, effective March 2. The board unani- 
mously voted to deny the request for an extended leave of 
absence for Officer Watson. 

Benjamin Gilmore sent a letter to the board 
advising that he intends to sell approximately five acres of 
land currently assessed under Chapter 61A. Since the 
town did not express interest in acquiring the property, 
they have waived their right of first refusal under Chapter

Rochester Special Town Meeting 

February 25, 2002

A Special Town Meeting for the Town of Roches- 
ter was convened at 7:30 pm in the cafetorium of Roches- 
ter Memorial School by Town Moderator Greenwood 
Hartley, having noted the presence of a quorum of over 
100 voters. Mr. Hartley introduced the members of the 
Finance Committee (FinCom) present, members of the 
Board of Selectmen, along with the Town Administrator 
and Town Counsel, and then led the ensemble in a Salute 
to the Flag. Before proceeding with business at hand, Mr. 
Hartley wished to acknowledge this as the last Town 
Meeting for sitting Selectman Richard Cutler. 

"On behalf of the town, I like you to join me in 
thanking outgoing Selectman Richard Cutler ... this will 
be his last meeting as Selectman," Mr. Hartley said. With 
that, Town Meeting voters gave Mr. Cutler a round of 
applause. 

After reading the return of service for the Town 
Meeting warrant, Mr. Hartley began with Article 1, which 
asked voters to transfer $763 from Free Cash to pay Prior 
Year Bills.

Under Article 2, voters were asked to approve 
$23,000 to paint the exterior of Town Hall — $19,800 to be 
transferred from Article 26 of the June 5, 2000 Annual 
Town Meeting warrant, and $3,200 from Free Cash.

1,000 to purchase a UHF Radio System for the Fire and 
Highway Departments. But Finance Committee (FinCom) 
Chairman Michael Costa moved to table the Article for 
future consideration, which was unanimously approved 
by Town Meeting voters. 

Under Article 4, voters were asked to appropriate 
an additional $30,000 from Free Cash to cover additional 
Town Counsel expenses for the current fiscal year. Ac- 
cording to Town Accountant Claudette Coutu, some 
$5,000 has already been expended, and the remaining 
$25,000 will be added to the Town Counsel line item. 

When asked how much of the overrage was due 
to the recent cell tower controversy, Town Administrator 
James Huntoon said from July 1 to December 1, 2001, the 
town incurred about $7,300 in Town Counsel expenses, 
and before that another $9,000 was spent for a grand total 
of about $16,000. 

Article 4 was passed via unanimous vote. 
Under Article 5, voters were asked to appropriate 
an additional $16,000 for the Police Department budget to 
cover utility expenses. 

"The budget from Police Department included 
about $40,000 for utilities, we now have a couple of 
months of bills for electricity and heat (and) we need this 
additional amount to pay the balance through the end of 
the year," Mr. Costa said.

including $2,500 (Liability Insurance); $8,000 (Building); 
$34,100 (Health Insurance); $8,000 (Medicare /Social 
Security). 

"We used just estimates in doing the budget for 
those line items," Mr. Costa said, explaining why the 
initial budget amounts were insufficient. Article 6 was 
passed via unanimous vote. 

Under Article 7, voters were asked to appropriate 
$4,000 from Article 3, Line Item 3-15 (Expenses) of the 
June 4, 2001 Annual Town Meeting warrant to cover Staff 
Wages in the Assessors Department. 

This was simply a transfer from an existing 
budget line item to cover overtime wages, according to 
FinCom Chairman Michael Costa. Article 7 was carried 
via unanimous vote. 

Under Article 8, voters were asked to transfer 
$7,000 from Free Cash to purchase and install a new diesel 
engine for the Highway Department's 1995 one-ton dump 
truck. Highway Surveyor Jeff Eldridge said the current 
engine block is cracked and needs to be replaced. Article 8 
passed unanimously. 

Under Article 9, voters were asked to approve a 
Tax Incentive Financing Zone (TIF Agreement) for the 
Harris Rebar Company which is moving into Rochester. 
This agreement would reduce the company's tax by 20 
percent over a five-year period. 

"For every house that's built in town, it costs us 
all money," said Gary Laboa, Chairman of the Rochester 
Industrial Development Committee (IDC). "Because 
we've been identified as an (Economic Target Area), we're 
able to offer Tax Incentive Plans (TIF) for businesses. 
Harris Rebar is a new business in town on Kings High- 
way. The IDC has been working with Harris Rebar. It's a 
low-impact business ... they don't require water (or) sewer 
(and) they have no hazardous waste in any of the process- 
ing they do. We've proposed to give them a 20 percent TIF 
for five years beginning with the current fiscal year.

They've agreed to register their vehicles in town, which 
creates increased excise tax value in town ... (and) one of 
the requirements of the agreement is they give us an 
annual report." 

Mr. Laboa said the parcel off Kings Highway was 
assessed at $6,900 per year. The Harris Rebar facility is 
assessed at $27,660 less the 20 percent TIF of $5,532 which 
would bring $22,128 into town coffers for the next five 
years. With an estimated 100 trailers to be registered in 
Rochester, that would also bring $12,500 in excise tax to 
the town. 

"What this does is show the town is willing to 
work with businesses and try to stabilize the tax rate in 
town," Mr. Laboa said. "I think we need to think long-

term, not short-term." 

Article 9 passed via majority vote. 

Under Article 10, voters were asked to enact 
legislation to pay $26,314 from available funds to the 
LaFleur Electrical Company, Inc. for wiring work done on 
the generator at Memorial School. 

According to School Committee Chairman Shirley 
Bourque, this article is attempting to resolve a mistake in 
the Procurement Act bidding process which was a matter 
of miscommunication. "We've attempted to do some 
wiring work a couple of times," she said. "The second 
article (at Town Meeting) was approved to do the wiring 
... (and) fell under the authority of the School Committee. 
It's not the failure of the town, it was the failure of the 
School Committee — it was a mistake made through 
miscommunication. What we're looking to do tonight is 
use the (procurement process) established by the state." 
With that, Article 10 passed via unanimous vote. 

Under Article 11, voters were asked to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen to grant an easement to Common- 
wealth Electric Company for any work which needs to be 
done at the future site of the Rochester Senior Center on 
Dexter Lane.

service at the site. The article was passed via unanimous 
vote. 

Under Article 13, voters were asked to amend the 
town's Personnel By-Laws to change the make-up of the 
Personnel Board to a five-member body. Selectman Cutler 
moved that this article be tabled since further information 
was needed as to why this change was needed. Voters 
unanimously voted to table the article as motioned. 

Under Article 14, voters were asked to amend the 
town's General By-Laws to provide enforcement guide- 
lines for violations of the town's existing Junk, Scrap and 
Debris regulations. 

According to Town Administrator James 
Huntoon, the state Attorney General's office approved the 
by-law, but Town Counsel suggested a Zoning Enforce- 
ment Officer be inserted into the by-law. That responsibil- 
ity is to be shared by both Building Inspector Bob Francis 
and Mr. Huntoon. 

"Violations (are to be) handled by the Building 
Inspector, and any litigation portion (will be) handled by 
the Town Administrator," Mr. Huntoon said. "We've 
teamed up together and so far it's worked very well." 

With that, Article 14 passed unanimously 

Under Article 15, voters were asked to similarly 
amend the town's By-Laws to esablish the same joint 
Zoning Enforcement Officers to handle violations of 
Unregistered Motor Vehicle within Rochester.

After Town Meeting approved the amended article, they 
discussed the measure itself. 

"When we have a commercial or industrial plan 
come before us for a site review ... this gives us the legal 
authority to control things like lighting so it doesn't 
impede on the neighbors," said Planning Board Chairman 
Brad Morse. "The reason we have this by-law is this has 
been enacted in another town and (already) met the 
Attorney General's approval." With that, Article 17 passed 
via unanimous vote. 

Under Article 18, voters were asked to extend the 
town's existing Industrial Zone Corridor to High Street. 

"The corridor is now zoned residential-industrial, 
and the proposal is to rezone it (solely) as industrial," Mr. 
Kunz said. 

"This is one of two articles to isolate the industrial 
area," Mr. Cutler said. "Eventually, Rochester is going to 
have to look at this entire industrial zone area. I think it 
would be best for us not to rush into this." 

Voters heeded Selectman Cutler's recommenda- 
tion and unanimously voted to table Article 18. 

There being no further articles to consider, the 
Special Town Meeting was adjourned at 9:01 pm.

FELINE DRINKING HABITS 

My cat likes to drink from the faucet, the shower floor, and 
the saucer under my plants when I water them. She will 
only drink from her water bowl when I first fill it. Why? 

Unless the cats verbal skills improve markedly 
we will probably never know for sure why she is picky 
about her water sources. My own opinion is that we 
are well meaning but don't do a great job offering cats 
water as clean as we give ourselves. (Dogs don't seem 
to care). Most cat water bowls are made of plastic 
which may hold odors more than glass or metal. Usu- 
ally these bowls are rinsed out daily and refilled. Try 
giving your cat water in a glass bowl. Thoroughly 
wash the bowl with soap and water before refilling it 
and consider doing this a few times a day especially if 
you have more than one cat in the house. Would you 
share a water glass with a family member if they were 
always sticking their tounges in the glass and you only 
received fresh water once a day?

Queen of the Damned. Starring Stuart Townsend and 
Aaliyah. Directed by Michael Rymer. Running time: 101 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. At Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

They've gotten it all wrong. A vampire movie is supposed to 
be either great, or so ludicrously terrible you spend half an hour 
out in the parking lot laughing at it with friends; either way, it's 
supposed to be fun. Those responsible for Queen of the Damned, 
which throws together two of Anne Rice's Vampire Chronicles 
books (The Vampire Lestat and The Queen of the Damned), seem to 
have forgotten that. Certainly the movie isn't good, but since it 
was headed for mediocrity the minute Warner Bros, greenlighted 
the script (by Scott Abbott and Michael Petroni), couldn't they 
have tossed in some ridiculous moments? Just for me? 

The movie takes itself with the grim seriousness of a bad rock 
video; it's too dull and grinding to be any fun to laugh at. A pall 
hangs over the proceedings anyway, since this is the well- 
publicized last appearance of the singer Aaliyah, who died last 
year in a plane crash. Aaliyah plays the titular vamp, Queen 
Akasha, who used to reign over the vampire race and now wants 
to spend eternity with the rakish bloodsucker Lestat (Stuart 
Townsend) at her side. How is Aaliyah? Her line readings are 
hard to judge (she's been dubbed and sub-woofed a lot), but she 
seems to be having a good time hissing, slinking about, and 
making disobedient vampires go poof in balls of flame and dust. 
Whatever life there is to the movie is what she brings to it; she had 
star presence, and her eagerness to play a glamorous villain in a 
big-budget horror movie shows. 

Put Aaliyah next to Stuart Townsend and he looks twice as 
bad as he does otherwise. Townsend's Lestat is supposed to be a 
rock star — a goth-grunge-metal icon, with music and singing 
voice helpfully provided by Jonathan Davis of the band Korn — 
but Townsend comes off more like the kind of high-school kid 
who gets beat up a lot. Queen of the Damned veers closest to the 
ludicrous when it's trying to sell us this guy as some sort of dark 
undead Svengali. Unfortunately, Lestat is who we're stuck with 
for most of the movie, occasionally trailed by a vampire-huntress 
with obscure motives (Marguerite Moreau, in an awful 
performance) and by Marius (Vincent Perez), the vampire who 
"made" Lestat centuries ago. 
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Lestat issues an open challenge to his vampire brothers and 
sisters to come and get him, an apparently suicidal agenda (he's 
tired of spending eternity alone) that results in a bunch of them 
attacking him onstage at a big concert. The hardcore, eyebrow- 
pierced audience is horrified when Lestat flits around slaying his 
own kind in self-defense; if director Michael Rymer (another 
rock- video veteran) had any wit, he'd have had the audience go 
nuts, thinking it was all part of the show. The movie doesn't tell 
us whether the crowd demands its money back after Lestat is 
whisked away by Akasha; after all, he barely gets through one 
song. 

Queen of the Damned obviously isn't for Anne Rice devotees; 
it gives us blink-and-you-miss-them appearances by the vampires 
Armand and Pandora (who each later got their own books), 
without explaining who they are — they're just vampire furniture. 
The humans, in turn, are human furniture — I was dismayed to 
see Paul McGann, forever cool in my book for being the "I" in the 
British classic Withnail & I, reduced to a Basil Exposition role as a 
studious type who gives the vampire-huntress much-needed tips 
(sheesh, just throw some tweed on him and call him Giles) . It's not 
much for vampire fans, either (they're all waiting for Blade 2 ), and 
it's not really for Aaliyah fans (she doesn't turn up until about the 
halfway mark). Who's it for, then? Whoever happens to wander 
into the theater with nothing better to do with the afternoon? It 
was rumored (falsely, claimed the studio) that Queen of the Damned 
had been consigned to a direct-to-video fate, and that only 
Aaliyah's death helped avert that fate. Whatever the truth, this is 
the kind of disposable, watch-it-while-doing-household-chores 
film that was made for video.

Musical Marriage

There's something about the music of ABBA, that 
world-famous Swedish pop culture phenomenon, 
which finds its way into my head and manages to 
stick there, forcing me to hum along or tap my foot 
in time. Lest I think I'm a lone voice on this matter, 
crying in the wilderness ... it's time to fess up. You've 
been bitten by the ABBA bug a few times, too, 
haven't you? Come on. Let's be honest. 

You are the Dancing Queen, young and sweet, only 
seventeen. Ba-bum, ba-bum, ba-bum. 

Knowing Me and Knowing You. A-ha. There is noth- 
ing we can do, Knowing Me and Knowing You. We just 
have to face it, this time we're through! 

If those melodies aren't now bouncing around 
in your skull, just assume I'm crazy and move on. 
But if you are as easily captivated by these infec- 
tious tunes as I am, you may want to grab tickets to 
the Broadway musical Mamma Mia! which is play- 
ing for an exclusive two-week engagement at the 
Providence Performing Arts Center now through 
March 10 after a recent successful stay in Boston. 

Written by Benny Andersson and Bjorn Ulvaeus, 
the duo which penned all of ABBA's now-legend- 
ary material, the show is both an homage to and cel- 
ebration of the music of the pop quartet and show- 
cases no less than 22 of the group's best songs, in- 
cluding "The Winner Takes It All," "Dancing 
Queen," "Take A Chance On Me," "I Do, I Do, I Do, 
I Do, I Do," and "S.O.S." 

The musical has already played to universal ac- 
claim in England, Germany, Australia, Canada, and 
now the United States, and tells the story of Donna, 
a feisty forty-something single mom, who recalls dis- 
tant memories of carefree days and careless nights 
while her daughter Sophie dreams of tradition, ro- 
mance, and a big, white wedding. Equal parts Fid- 
dler on the Roof and South Pacific, the show is essen- 
tially about true love and explores the fabric of fam- 
ily in the relationship between a mother and her 
soon-to-be-wed daughter. The audience is trans- 
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ported to a tiny 
mythical Greek 
island to share 
two unforget- 
table days in the 
lives of the hero- 
ines surrounded 
by crystal blue 
seas beneath a 
beating Grecian 
sun. 

When I first 
heard about 
Mamma Mia! 
making its debut back in 1999, I have to confess I 
was skeptical about a musical built upon the already 
well-known catalog of ABBA tunes. But after listen- 
ing to the Broadway cast recording in context, it be- 
gan to make perfect sense. 

The group's biggest strength has always been 
their ability to write and perform infectious hooks 
with an ethereal quality akin to a pop version of An- 
drew Lloyd Webber — so why not graft those famil- 
iar tunes onto the framework of a lavish Broadway 
production?
